D. Aro could * only Aa verbal Anſwer 
to this Letter, which was a powerful Leni- 
tive, as it aſſured him of Angelina's Heart. 
He was particularly pleaſed with her Frank- 
neſs in acquainting him with his Rivals; 
this was a Security to him that he had no- 
thing to fear from them. Beſides, he was 
almoſt a Stranger to Jealouſy, and, had it 
been his Misfortune to have loved one of 
thoſe capricious Ladies, who look upon 
T ranquillity in a Lover to proceed from 
Coſdneſt, te had ſoon been diſmiſſed ; but 
his unſüſpecting Temper was a farther 
Recommendation to Angelina's Eſteem. 

It was far otherwiſe with his Rivals ; : 
they were in a continual Agitation, The 
Spaniard was hot and impatient, the Flo- 
rentine fiery, and' Mamalougui haüghty and 
inſdlent.
